"Fresh orange juice loses very' lit­

Look at 
America

T I T E ’RE ON OUR OWN. 
* * W e’ll sink or swim, 
here in America, depending 
on whether we are compe 
tent, able to solve our own 
problems. 


I he dictators say democracy w on’t 
work—too inefficient. 
The very word 
“democracy” is under fire. Today, our 
form of government faces a challenge 
as serious as it did when the 13 colonies 
united. 


Well, not quite. We are forty-eight 
strong and well united states now. We 
have a large share of all the world’s 
wealth. We have discovered and de­ 
veloped an astounding number of re­ 
sources. We have scientists, thinkers, 
doers to spare. We have skills and arts 
and traditions and experiences now. 


We have used up the wilderness, 
hut we’ve replaced it with a thousand 
new frontiers. Four or h ie years ago 
a ^ ale professor, C. CL Furnas, wrote 
a book called “ The Next 
Hundred 
\ cars. 
In that book he pointed out 
the pitiful little strip of knowledge 
vi e have mapped and the vast areas of 
wilderness and ignorance ahead of us. 


When he wrote that book we had 
not yet discovered sulfanilimide and its 
chemical relatives. Probably that drug 
has already saved more human lives 
than the War of the Revolution cost! 


Atomic energy, with thousands of 
times the energy of gasoline, was a 
dream five years ago. It is only a possi­ 
bility today, but it is already newspaper 
news—a step nearer; perhaps very close. 


It is up to us in America today to 
create our own style, develop our own 
art, try out our own tastes. 


Are we efficient enough? Can we do 
W e can if we keep free our means 
of communication and expression. 


lf progress—and failure—can he re­ 
ported without hindrance, if the things 
men do—in politics and sociology and 
science and business—can be discussed, 
compared and weighed, we shall have 
a great era of progress —greater than 
all the progress that has gone before. 


And all we need, to guarantee that 
freed om to grow, is a strong and fear­ 
less press.

etc.”

They are p art of our English in­

O rdinarily, the legal or 
public I 
notices appearing in this and other 
new spapers do not bear any such 
salutation. Nevertheless this is pre­ 
cisely 
w hat legal or official a d ­ 
vertising 
is — a 
public 
notice 
to 
whoever it m ay concern or affect. 
In reality, it is a form of w arn­ 
ing th a t some move or action is 
planned that, involves the rights of 
other individuals or of the public 
at large. It is printed in compli­ 
ance with the law. but it also im ­ 
plies and sometimes so states th at 
unless there is prom pt and proper 
objection the change will be car­ 
ried out without other notice than 
as provided by law 
Such a notice may affect or con­ 
cern vou as an individual, or you 


may have occasion to use it your­ 
self 
Many 
such 
public 
notices, 
especially w here they concern pub­ 
lic 
improvem ents, 
directly 
affect 
you and your neighbors or the en­ 
tire com m unity, 
It is highly im ­ 
portant 
therefore, th at such no­ 
tices be given. 
It is equally im ­ 
portant for them to bt1 read and 
understood, otherwise the intent of 
the law is not m et.

HODE RIGID AUTO 
LAWS SUGGESTED 


Vole Is Called In Senate; 
House Approves Super- 
Highway Plan 


(By A»«oclated Preee) 
COLUMBUS, 
March 25. — Four 
proposed laws imposing rigid new 
requirements on the drivers of auto­ 
mobiles were brought up for a vote 
in the Ohio senate today. 
Meanwhile the house took up the 
two-year extension of the ont-cent- 
a-gallon liquid fuel tax, already ap­ 
proved by the senate, and Republi­ 
can leaders were confident of its 
enactment. 
Call for Inspection 
The highlights of the senate au­ 
tomobile bills were: 
Semi-annual inspection of motor- 
vehicles, with police authorized to 
prohibit the operation of any ve­ 
hicle considered unsafe for travel; 
Requiring a driver to report an 
accident in which he was involved. 
with a maximum penalty of a $100 
fine and 30 days in jail for failure 
to do so; 
Prohibiting the 
issuance 
of 
a 
driver’s license to a minor under 
16. with certain exceptions; 
Making Hie parent or guardian 
responsible for the misconduct of 
a minor driver 
under 
18 
unless 
proof of financial responsibility had 
been deposited: 
Establishing a driver’s examina­ 
tion section in the highway patrol, 
and 
Requiring that a motorist’s bond 
forfeiture in a traffic case be re­ 
corded with the registrar of motor 
vehicles. 
OK Highway Idea 
Earlier, the house approved a bill 
permitting the highway department 
to build a super-highway similar 
to tile Pennsylvania turnpike. It 
would authorize the construction 
of "freeways’ which 
could be 
en­ 
tered upon only at designated inter­ 
sections. The measure goes to the 
senate. 
The senate voted to reenact a 
law enabling cities to pay poor 
relief deficits 
by 
issuing 
notes 
against delinquent taxes. House ap­ 
proval is necessary. 
Legislation recodifying the state 
mining laws in accordance with 
recommendation* of a special com­ 
mittee appointed by the governor 
was introduced in the senate.

Contract for the job was award­ 
ed last week by the state highway 
department to the Carl Myers Co., 
Campbellsburg, Ind., on a low bid 
of $368,196. 
The 
proposed 
24-foot 
concrete 
roadway will have only four curves, 
each of a lesser degree than the 13 
now existing in the present stretch. 
Maximum grade of the new road 
will be six per cent, compared with 
nine at present.
